The whole of 
the north-eastern part of the province is undulating, 
with hllg of modérate elevation. These, however, 
subside an leaving the foresta, and near the gulf coast 
nothing 13 to be seen but a monotonous prairie and 
sea march. The lands near the coast becomes more 
elevated and dry; mrshes, which abound to sich an 
unlunited extent in the south-eastern quarter, almost 

whally disappear on approaching the valley of the 

Bravos. 

West of the Brazos and south-east of the mountain 
region, Wit can be so called, extends a vast plain, 
Whose inchnation, as indicated by the water cours | 
es, is very considerable. As this plain approaches 
the alluvial border, its inclination sensibly diminish- 
ex, and a comparatively level surface is presented u- 
long the whole extent of this formation. Although 
the country between the const and the lower roatl is 
very level, it is wearly free froja marsh, and west of 
Galveston bay it 14 entirely co. 

North-west of the mountain region, which, ax has 
been stated, hes in the central and south-western parts 
of the province, immense prairies, ,covercd with 
grassand affording inexhaustible pasturage for cattle

fines ofthe province. Tho Cross Timbers, so called, 
constitute a singular feature in the northern part of 

~ the province; they consist of n dense growth of for- 
ert trees, some of them of a prodigious height, and 
extend in a strip about 300 miles in length, and not 
exceeding 20 miles m mean breadth, nearly due north 
from the Waco village on the Brazos, to the Arkan- 
ra river Thisforest which may be justly ranked 
among the natural curiosittes of the country, forms, 
by its peculiar appearance, 2 striking contrast to th 
— dull and monotonons prairies on either side, The 
hoes which mark sts limits are so completely defined, 
as almost to induce a behef, that art had bren em» 
ployed in giving form to this extraordinury work of 
nature.

Population and cettlementa.— The ontire popniation 
of Texas including the Indians, does aot exceed 
12,000 souls; anda considerable portion of this nume 
ber 1s moluded within the limits of Anstin’s colony. 
The remaining part of the eyilized population is 
confined chiefly to the towns of Boxar, Gulind, Na- 
cogtoches, &c. In 1681, when the enterprising Aus- 
tin commenced the settlement of lands neqnired b 
him, Texas was with few exceptions nn entire wile 
derness, from tho Sabine to San Antonio, Its white 
inhabitants were ſo in number, and connsted of Span- 
iarels and their descendants, together with some emi- 
grants from the United States. ‘I'he whole country 
was filled with hostile Indians, who having no fixed 
residence, roamed unrestrained over the plains, com- 
mitting with perfect impunity all kinds of exces.
